His 
letter on the results of Ebenezer Locke Mason’s maiden coin auction sale of October 28, 
1868, featuring material from the collection of J. Colvin Randall, was sharply critical of 
the grading. The controversy ripens in the December issue where letters from both Ma¬ 
son and Cogan are published, and comes to the boiling point in this letter, written in 
response to a letter appearing in the January, 1870 issue of Mason's Coin & Stamp Collec¬ 
tors' Magazine. Cogan begins: “In Mason 8c Co.’s Magazine for last month, I find a very 
gassy reply to a letter of mine, commenting upon the sale of Coins held in Philadelphia 
in October last.

This letter, written to pio¬ 
neer American numismatist and a founder of the Boston Numismatic Society, 
Jeremiah Colburn, from perhaps the most popular British numismatic author of 
the nineteenth century, provides important insights on the state of coin collecting 
in the United States in the early 1850s. Penned several years before Cogan’s famous 
cent sale popularized coin collecting and influenced a whole generation of entre¬ 
preneurial Americans to enter the coin trade, Humphreys’ letter records a moment 
in time ripe for the dedicated numismatist; Woodward’s sale of Colburn’s mainline 
collection, a decade later, attests eloquently to the results attainable.

time that it requires.. .Also.. .Getting out the magazine so late every month caused 
so many complaints that I came to the conclusion that if continued in that manner, 
the prestige or good feeling that I may have created through the magazine would all 
be lost shortly.”; March 4,1919 - “Of course I would be interested in the purchase of 
the Huddart collection.. .The collector who assisted me in purchasing the Gilhousen 
Collection received a check of $500.00 from me.”; March 10,1919 - “Since last writ¬ 
ing you, I have reconsidered the matter regarding the NUMISMATIC MONTHLY 
and shall not discontinue it...Like my return from my move to New York, I shall 
resume the NUMISMATIC MONTHLY with new vigor and will do my best to make 
it even more valuable and interesting than heretofore”; March 11, 1919 - “It oc¬ 
curred to me that since the American Journal of Numismatics goes to what may be, 
a limited number of collectors, that a great portion of the coin collectors who do 
not receive this Journal would appreciate and value those excellent articles of yours, 
especially regarding the Lesher’s...I was wondering whether my plan to republish 
these articles in the NUMISMATIC MONTHLY...”; May 23,1919 - “Not hearing 
from you to the contrary, I took the liberty of publishing the Lesher article in the 
May issue of the NUMISMATIC MONTHLY... May 26,1919 - “While I have not 
received a copy of your Monthly this year I have just seen the May issue. It is with 
extraordinary surprise and displeasure that I note your publication of my story on 
the Lesher pieces.. .You have taken more interest in the Lesher series, have handled 
more specimens and have among your good patrons more collectors of Leshers 
than any other dealer. In consideration of this I would have welcomed a critical 
review of the article. Your complete reprint takes from the Society what ever addi¬ 
tional sale Leshers might have commanded for its Journal and robs me of the plea¬ 
sure and satisfaction I anticipated in the personal disposition of the reprints.”; July 
9,1919 - “I felt very badly indeed with reference to my'bust' in publishing the Lesher 
article.. .1 enclose pencil rubbings of the pieces you asked about [Bryan Money auc¬ 
tion lots]”; 1921 correspondence with William Hesslein concerning four Lesher 
pieces, “certainly an extraordinary lot. I have all the varieties...”; an October 10, 
1932 letter from Mehl, noting “The Newcomer 1804 silver dollar has also been dis¬ 
posed of”; a November 5,1932 letter from Mehl concerning “your bids just received 
for my sale of next Tuesday... I feel that you will be satisfied with the state of preser¬ 
vation of the Leshers for the reason that Mr. Briggs had already complained that I 
undercatalogued them.

While it may have 
performed a few real services for the cause of Numismatics, its political ‘murmurings,’ 
had they continued might have eventually ‘raised the roof’ instead of accomplishing 
reforms.” One can tell that Elder made a real effort to reduce the tension between 
himself and ANA officials (“This magazine will refrain from taking sides this year in 
any political nomination), though at times he cannot restrain himself, complaining, 
for example, in one issue about the editorial content of The Numismatist (“It is high 
time to run a blue pencil through some of the impertinent, not to say unauthorized, 
criticism such as was indulged in the recent issue. Is the official organ getting to be a 
numismatic ‘yellow journal?’ ”) and, in another, he reports “Suppression of Impor¬ 
tant Numismatic News” (the Elder firm’s advertisement for the Mougey sale was not 
printed in the July issue of The Numismatist and “Our $10. Has not been returned 
even”). The earlier numbers are largely filled with articles written by Edgar H. Adams 
and those interested in his numismatic specialties, U. S and pioneer gold coins, 
colonials, patterns, etc., will find it a source of useful information. Additionally, it 
contains a number of other interesting articles, along with seldom-encountered 
photographs of numismatic gatherings. All in all a fascinating publication, though 
relatively little-known due to its general unavailability.

This enterprise was conceived by John J. Ford, Jr., and subsequently passed into the 
hands of his customer, friend, and neighbor, Werner Amelingmeier. Many of the fine 
descriptions betray Ford’s penchant for detail, and may still be consulted with profit. 
The "Fixed Price List” present here includes Harry Bass’s notes in red ink, recording 
items already in his library and items ordered. The story of Harry’s visit on a cold winter 
day in early 1967 to “Ford Numismatic Publications,” no doubt prompted by the above 
two catalogues, is engagingly told by Ford in the Fall-Winter 1980 issue of The Asylum. 
Ford wrote in part that “I want to show you how dedicated Harry was early on...The 
temperature must have been about 25 degrees upstairs where the books were, and there 
was no heater...He spent four or five hours there looking at books and auction cata¬ 
logues, and...stowing cartons full of the stuff...His nose and hands were blue, but he 
was having a ball...Harry got the bug for numismatic literature that afternoon and 
evening. He is one of the few well-to-do collectors that I’ve ever met who became 
enamoured with numismatic literature. Most people who have the funds and the where¬ 
withal to be real collectors, and who buy expensive coins, don’t have the time to read. I 
assume that Harry has the time, because he sure as hell has gone after the books. I think 
that he uses them the same way I do.”

Neither it, nor indeed, copies on 
large paper, are recorded in the American Numismatic Society Auction Catalogue, Adams, 
Gengerke, or Davis. Perhaps the two dollar fee and, more significantly, the critique in the 
April 1879 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, resulted in too few or no 
orders. The Journal attributes the collection to “a part of the cabinet of Mr. J. E. Barratt,” 
and observes: The Catalogue, 36 pages, is disfigured by more typographic errors than we 
have seen in any similar production for a long time.” The post-sale report in the follow¬ 
ing sale is no less scathing, closing with: “Beside those named there were scarcely a dozen 
pieces in the sale which brought $5.00. The 708 lots sold for something under $650.00.”

past year.” Absentee participants at the sale placing bids on the 1804 dollar were 
“Hf”@ 100.-;“Hn”@$310.; and “Bg”@ $400.-. “H” (Haseltine) purchased the coin 
for “395.00,” presumably for “Bg” at $5.00 under his limit (the opening price is not 
given). The key to absentee buyers identifies “Hf” as “Huffman”; “Hn” as “Haines,” 
followed by the note: “write to him at once ”: and “Bg” (the last entry) as “Berg.” 
Newman and Bressett attribute the Class III “Berg Specimen” as follows: “O. H. Berg 
of Baltimore is said to have obtained this dollar in 1875 from Messrs. Koch 8c Co., of 
Vienna.” Dave Bowers, in his recent book on the topic, under “10. Berg Specimen 
(Garrett Collection coin),” notes that the pedigree given for the coin “is conjectural 
before circa 1875.” The March 30,1876 Centennial Coin and Curiosity Sale catalogue 
present here establishes, for the first time, the true pedigree of the “Berg” coin, and 
also corrects recent conjecture concerning the “Adams Specimen,” appearing in the 
1984 Stack’s sale of the Amon Carter collection.

The example of the first part of the Ponce de Leon fixed price list present here is notable 
in that it identifies a number of active collectors of ancient coins in the United States of 
America in the last quarter of the nineteenth century. Nestor Ponce de Le6n was a well 
known coin dealer and antiquarian, operating in New York City during the last quarter 
of the nineteenth century, and this, it seems clear, was his own annotated copy of the 
catalogue. Names he records include Anthon, Balmanno, Betts, Case, Hart, Haseltine, 
and Smith, among others. Then, as now, numbers of ancient coin collectors in America 
comprised a sizeable number, though overweening interest in the national coinage over 
the last century and a half has lent itself to an underestimation of their importance and 
economic significance, despite the laudable, if also sometimes overweening, efforts of 
the American Numismatic Society and kindred groups. In his introduction, De Leon 
writes: The collection we now offer for sale, undoubtedly the finest collection of ancient 
coins ever brought before the public of the United States...is a part of a large collection 
formed by a Cuban gentleman in a period of sixteen years, and was greatly derived from 
the public sales in Europe, a great number of the pieces catalogued coming from the 
famous collections of Lord Northwick, Duprt, Capranesi, Gaillard, Garcia de la Torre &. 


And have costed prices greatly higher than those now affixed to them.” Whether Byzan¬ 
tine and Greek sections ever appeared is unknown, though only the two parts offered 
here are listed in the American Numismatic Society Dictionary Catalogue, and even they 
are seldom encountered.

This catalogue was printed and 
issued in several ways, with and without the part in which was the catalogue-por¬ 
tion of Mr. Levick’s collection, also each separately; also, 12 copies of each printed 
on large paper. Mr. Levick, in consequence of the state of affairs, issued but few 
copies with the cover bearing the preceding date, the greater portion of the edition 
was stripped of its covers and replaced with a new one, bearing the following date 
(May 29-31], when the sale took place.” Adams A-: “Season medal. Gem cents. Ex¬ 
traordinary store cards, 43 in silver. Copper 1794 $1.1842-1847 proof sets. Political 
medals.” The final lot of the sale, though described on page (36) of the catalogue as 
a “handsome mahogany cabinet...formerly the property of the late Mr. Neff, of 
Philadelphia,” was to “be sold after the catalogues.” In this copy of the catalogue, the 
purchaser is recorded as Strobridge, at $82.50. Both this copy of the catalogue, and 
the two to follow, feature the original sale date on the front wrapper and title. This 
copy, and the one immediately following, feature Edward Cogan's 1st April, 1865, 
and 4th April, 1865 testimonial letters printed on the inside front covers.

An obscure vari¬ 
ety of the catalogue, though it is alluded to in Attineili. Presumably, it is the earliest issue. 
In the previous and subsequent copies of the catalogue, pages 37-38 is a single tipped-in 
sheet, not part of an integral signature, though it seems to have been added to the text 
before sewing. Both Gengerke and Adams appear to have listed this 1532 lot variety of 
the catalogue, but, since pages 37-38 do not quite extend to the outer edges of the other 
leaves, they can easily be overlooked.

Both the beginning and ending leaves were added after sewing, 
with their conjugate pasted to the relevant inside covers, accounting, at least in part, 
for their stiffness. Pages 37-38 are tipped-in, as mentioned previously.
